In  opening  his  remarks  Coach  Tem- 
ple told  of  the  five  straight  triumphs 
achieved  by  the  gridironists  up  to 
that  time  over  Dewitt  Clinton  School 
of  Boston;  Lawrence  Academy  of 
Groton;  Hampton  Academy;  San- 
born Seminary  of  Kingston,  N.  H.; 
and  the  Essex  Agricultural  School 
of  Hathorne,  the  winners  mounting 
117  points  to  8. 

He  said  in  part,  "My  idea  of  for- 
warding sport  is  to  secure  the  coop- 
eration of  the  alumni  and  friends  of 
the  school  and  to  put  in  a  system 
where  every  boy  is  taking  some  form 
of  exercise.  We  ought  to  have  100 
per  cent,  equipment.  We  are  now 
getting  an  athletic  field  worth  look- 
ing at  and  this  will  be  a  tremendous 
asset.  We  are  also  proud  to  see 
Perkins  Hall  being  made  ready. 

"The  school  has  been  divided  into 
sections,  red  and  white  clubs.  The 
reds  now  lead  in  competition,  25  to 
17.  At  the  start  of  the  season  there 
were  42  candidates  out  for  the  first 
team,  the  largest  ever,  I  have  been 
told.  At  present  eight  are  playing 
golf,  the  same  number  tennis  and  16 
are  on  the  junior  football  group 
with  the  'varsity'  consisting  of  24. 

"There  have  been  efficiency  tests. 
Those  not  able  to  pass  at  70  points 
cannot  take  part  in  major  and  minor 
sports.  Some  sort  of  physical  exercise 
is  given  those  not  out  for  the  regular 
or  junior  teams,  however.  We  hope 
to  have  hockey,  track  and  basketball 
teams  this  winter  and  of  course  there 
will  be  gym  classes.  In  the  spring 
will   be  baseball,  tennis   and  golf." 

Mr.  Temple  disclaimed  any  credit 
for  what  had  been  done  by  the  eleven 
saying  the  players  made  the  team 
and  not  the  mentor.  The  lack  of 
proper  equipment  in  the  gymnasium 
made  it  hard  to  train  the  athletes 
and  students  at  large,  he  asserted.

The  Auteuil  Day  School,  37  rue 
Boileau,  which  opened  for  its  second 
year  on  October  6,  offers  the  program 
of  a  country  day  school  as  that  type 
of  institution  h^s  ben  developed  in 
America.

This  school  gives  not  only  the  full 
program  of  an  American  graded 
school  and  high  school,  but  also  spe- 
cialized preparation  required  for  the 
college  entrance  examinations. 

The  directors  are  Mr.  Paul  G.  De- 
Rosay,  B.  S.,  Harvard,  Dummer  1914 
instructor  at  Dummer  in  1919  and 
L921  and  Mr.  Donald  R.  McJannet, 
A.  B.  Tufts,  both  men  of  experience 
in  educational  work  here  and  in 
America,  and  the  members  of  the  fa- 
culty are  all  American  University 
men.
